The note to Austria on October 10, signed by Sect clary Lansing, 
says: 
“The president deems it his duty to cay to the Austro Hungarian 
government he can not entertain the present suggestion cf that gov­ 
ernment because of certain events of utmost importance which oc. 
curring since delivery of his address of the 8th of January, last, has 
altered the attitude and responsibility of the government of the U n it­ 
ed States. 
“ In the fourteen terms of peace the president formulated at that 
time occurred the fellowing: 
‘The people of Austria Hungary whose 
place among the nations we wish to see 
safeguarded 
and 
assured, 
should be accorded free opportunity of autonomous development.’

WARM barn not only adds to the 
comfort of your live-stock but 
it saves aa immense amount of 
feed. 
Your horses and cows use a 
great proportion of their feed for bod­ 
ily warmth and comfort betore they 
will return service to mankind. 
A 
cold cowr will give no milk. 
A cold 
horse will give no service. 
Every 
barn should he equipped with some 
method of taking the chill off the 
drinking water. 
It takes large quan­ 
tities of feed to produce animal heat. 
It must be remembered, however, 
that iii making a snug barn, ventila­ 
tion is all important. There is a very 
clever pamphlet describing the King 
System of Ventilation which has been 
Issued by the National Lumber Man­ 
ufacturers’ Association which may be 
had on application at any local lum­ 
beryard or by addressing the Associa­ 
tion at Chicago. 
It gives working diagrams of haw 
to ventilate an old barn or how to 
install a ventilating system in a new 
barn. 
If window ventilation is desired it 
is a good practice to hinge the win­ 
dow at the bottom, putting a fan­ 
shaped metal piece on each side so 
that the window may be tilted in­ 
wards. This w ill keep the cold draught 
off the animals and allow the foul air 
to escape. 
Another excellent plan is to get a 


few pieces of matched flooring at the 
lumberyard and build a shaft on the 
outside with an air inlet at the bot­ 
tom. 
At the top of this shaft, which 
should he at hast 5 feet high, the 
air is allowed to enter the barn. 
Another ventilating system which 
is here illustrated is provided with a 
swinging shaft which in mild weather 
is swung up to the ceiling over the 
cows. 
In the severe weather it is 
swung down perpendicularly so that 
the foul air and odors are drawn from 
near the floor. This is connected with 
the ventilator in the Toof, without 
which no barn is either sanitary or 
economical. 
Nearly 
every 
lumber­ 
yard furnishes metal ventilators for 
barns. 
A ventilator built as a cupola 
with open flats is very satisfactory 
and can be constructed by any man 
w ho can bandle a saw and hammer. 
Every lumberman bas a world of 
information and the farmer should 
get In the habit of calling at the lum­ 
beryard and take home with him dia­ 
grams for ah forts of contrivances 
which will roako farming pleasanter 
and morn rrofitat Ie. 
You can get plans for implement 
sheds grain storage buildings, hog 
bouses, poultry houses, 
ice houses, 
dairy 'and ?eneral. PurP°s® 
bams.
